RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
Or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved:

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between ae said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 





(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000.

America Act, 1867”, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required.

1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within, or in any way 
affecting, the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
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census; the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
to raise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues

REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE ENERGY ACT 


Part | 
EXPLORATION, LEASING, DRILLING AND PRODUCTION 


1. A licence to conduct geophysical or geochemical 
exploration for gas or oil shall be in Form 101 and the 
fee therefor is $10. 


2.—(1) A licence to lease gas or oil rights from an 
owner other than the Crown shall be in Form 102 and 
the fee therefor is $10. 


(2) A licence referred to in subsection 1 is issued 
subject to the condition that, where a person other than 
a producer leases gas or oil rights on behalf of a pro- 
ducer, that person is the holder of a licence. 


3.—(1) A licence fora machine for boring or drilling 
wells shall be in Form 103 and the fee therefor is $10. 


(2) A licence referred to in subsection 1 shall be 
kept in a conspicuous position on or near the machine 
for which it was issued. 


4.—(1) An application for a permit to bore or drill 
a well for gas or oil shall be made in duplicate to the 
Minister in Form 104. 


(2) A permit to bore or drill a well shall be in Form 
105 and the fee therefor is $10. 


5.—(1) A licence to produce gas or oil shall be in 
Form 106. 


(2) Where the amount of natural gas or oil produced 
in the year preceding the year for which application for 
a licence to produce gas or oil is made exceeds, 


(a) 500,000 cubic feet of natural gas; or 
(6) 50 barrels of oil, 
the fee payable for the licence is $10. 


6.—(1) No person shall cause or permit a well to 
flow uncontrolled. 


(2) Where a well flows uncontrolled the producer of 
the well shall report or cause to be reported that fact 
to an inspector forthwith by the most effective means. 


7.—(1) The producer of a well being drilled, tested, 
completed, stimulated or reconditioned shall provide 
adequate casing and control equipment. 


(2) Control equipment shall be maintained in such 
condition that any gas, oil or water encountered can be 
effectively controlled. 


(3) While a well is being drilled its control equip- 
ment shall be tested daily. 


8. No person shall do any act that creates a condi- 
tion in any drilling platform that is dangerous to any 
person. 





9.—(1) A person boring or drilling a well shall take 
such measures as are necessary to control the harmful 
infiltration of waters from one horizon to another 


horizon. 


(2) Where the casing in producing wells, between 
the production casing and the surface casing, is removed 
the production casing shall be cemented to a level 
above all strata containing mineral water, gas or oil. 


(3) The surface casing shall not be removed from 
any producing well. 


_10.—(1) No person shall, with water, drilling fluid, 
refuse or any flammable substance from any work, 


(a) create or constitute a hazard to public health 
or safety; or 


(b) contaminate any fresh water or allow it to 
remain in a place from which it might con- 
taminate any fresh water. 


(2) Water from a well shall be disposed of in a 
manner that will not interfere with the rights of any 
person. 


11. The producer of a well being drilled shall 
maintain a daily drilling log in which shall be recorded 
all casing used, formations encountered, water, gas and 
oil encountered, water levels and the results of the 
daily test of control equipment. 


12.—(1) Any person who bores or drills an explora- 
tory well on Crown lands shall cause radioactive, sonic 
or electrical logs to be taken to obtain sub-surface 
information. 


(2) A copy of any log or survey for any well bored 
or drilled to obtain sub-surface information shall be 
supplied on the same scale as the original to the 
Minister within three months after the log or survey is 
taken and the log or survey shall be confidential for six 
months after it was taken unless previously released 
by the person who caused the log or survey to be taken. 


13.—(1) Where a well is bored, drilled or deepened, 
the producer shall forward to the Minister within 
thirty days from the completion of the boring or 
drilling samples of rock cuttings taken at intervals of 
not more than ten feet, washed, dried, bagged and 
labelled. 


(2) Where a well is bored or drilled or deepened, 
reworked, re-conditioned, re-treated, re-stimulated or 
re-cased, the producer shall forward to the Minister 
within thirty days from the completion of the work a 
report in Form 107. 


14.—(1) Where a producer has caused a core 
analysis or any other down-hole test or analysis of 
samples to be made, he shall report the factual results 
thereof to the Minister within three months after the 
analysis or test has been made and the analysis or test 
shall be confidential for one year unless previously 
released by the producer. 


(2) Each core shall be packed in numbered boxes, 
labelled as to well name and number and depth and 
protected from damage. 


(3) No core shall be destroyed until sixty days 
after the Minister has been notified in writing of the 
intention to destroy the core. 


15.—(1) In all producing wells in water-covered 
areas, 
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(a) the production casing shall be cemented; and 


(b) the well-head equipment shall include a solid 
and permanent water-tight seal between the 
water and any mineral water present in the 
spaces between casings. 


(2) Within thirty days of the completion of drilling, 
testing, treating and equipping of a producing well in a 
water-covered area or the abandonment of a dry well 
in a water-covered area, any platform, piling, anchor- 
post or other obstruction that is not required for the 
protection of the well-head from damage, shall be 
removed. 


16. All dry or abandoned wells shall be plugged in 
a manner that will, so far as it is practicable, 


(a) ensure protection for potential gas or oil 
producing horizons; 


(b) prevent the infiltration of water harmful to 
water, salt, gas or oil in its original formation; 
and 


(c) constitute no hazard to users of the surface. 


17.—(1) Before commencing the plugging of a dry 
or abandoned well, the person carrying out the plugging 
operations shall complete Form 108 and forward it 
forthwith to the Minister. 


(2) A record of the plugging of a dry or abandoned 
well in Form 109 shall be forwarded to the Minister 
within thirty days of the completion of the plugging 
operations. 


18. Every person producing gas shall, on or before 
the 15th day of November in each year, make an 
annual statement to the Minister showing the shut-in 
well-head pressure of each gas well except wells in 
which gas is stored. 


19. Every person producing gas or oil shall main- 
tain a map or maps of his production system.

30.—(1) The code of standards adopted by the 
National Fire Protection Association and contained in 
the publication entitled Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
Piping and Appliance Installations in Buildings and 
numbered NFPA No. 52, except clause a of Section 4 
thereof, is adopted. 


(2) No person shall install, repair, maintain, 
replace or remove a gas appliance for the use of liquefied 
petroleum gas except in compliance with the code of 
standards referred to in subsection 1. 
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Part IV 
CONSUMPTION OF GAS AND FUEL-OIL 


_ 31.—(1) Every contractor shall register by filing 
with the Minister an application for registration in 
Form 401 and paying a registration fee of $10. 


(2) A certificate of registration in Form 402 shall 
be issued to a contractor who registers under sub- 
section 1. 


(3) A registered contractor shall display his certi- 
ficate of registration in a conspicuous place in his 
business premises and shall notify the Minister im- 
mediately upon any change of his business address. 


32.—(1) After the 1st day of July, 1961 it is a con- 
dition of the registration of a contractor that any 
installation, repair or servicing of a gas appliance by 
him in any building other than a one or two family 
dwelling is conducted by a person who has_ been 
certified by the Minister to be a qualified gas fitter. 


(2) A qualified gas fitter who conducts the instal- 
lation, repair or servicing of a gas appliance shall 
personally carry out all testing, purging and adjusting 
of the appliance and shall personally supervise all 
other work done in the installation, repair or servicing 
of the appliance. 


33. No person shall knowingly supply gas to or use 
any gas appliance where the appliance or its installation 
does not comply with the Act or the regulations. 


34. The Canadian Gas Association is designated as 
an organization to test appliances to specifications 
approved by the Minister and to indicate their approval 
of such appliances by placing a seal of approval thereon. 


35.—(1) Any person may apply to the Minister for 
a label in respect of any gas appliance that does not 
bear the seal of approval of an organization designated 
under section 34. 


(2) The fee for a label is $5. 


36. All gas distributed to each consumer by a pipe 
line shall be measured through a meter. 


37. Where a distributor’s supply of gas is not 
sufficient to supply all the wants of the distributor’s 
consumers, the gas shall be supplied to the consumers 
in the following order of preference: 


1. For residential purposes. 
2. For commercial purposes. 
3. For industrial purposes. 


38. A permit for the use of gas by an industrial 
consumer shall be in Form 403. 


39.—(1) Sections 1 and 2 of the code of standards 
made by the Canadian Standards Association con- 
tained in the publication entitled Installation Code for 
Gas Burning Appliances and Equipment and numbered 
CSA B-149-1958 are adopted with the following 
changes: 


(a) The deletion of clause 1.4.25.5; 


(b) The deletion of clause 1.4.30.1 and the sub- 
stitution of the following therefor: 
1.4.30.1 Piping shall be tested with air- 
pressure of three pounds per square inch or 
one and one-half times the working pressure 
whichever be the greater. 
The piping shall retain the test pressure for a 
period of time acceptable to the testing 
authority but not less than ten minutes;

(2) The installation, repair, replacement or removal 
of appliances for the use of gas and the piping, fittings 
and venting thereof shall comply with the code of 
standards as adopted and changed under subsection 1. 


40.—(1) The code of standards of Canadian Stan- 
dards Association contained in the publication entitled 
Installation Code for Oil Burning Equipment and 
numbered CSA B.139-1957 is adopted. 


(2) The installation, repair, maintenance, replace- 
ment or removal of fuel-oil appliances, fuel-oil piping 
tanks and vents shall comply with the code of stan- 
dards adopted under subsection 1. 


41.—(1) Any industrial consumer who uses less 
than 12,000,000 cubic feet of gas in any year is exempt 
from subsection 4 of section 5 of the Act. 


_ (2) Fuel-oil appliances are exempt from subsection 5 
of section 5 of the Act. 


(3) A corporation that is the owner of any appliance 
used or to be used by it is exempt from subsection 6 of 
section 5 of the Act. 


(4) The owner of any fuel-oil appliance used or to 
be used by him is exempt from subsection 6 of section 5 
of the Act. 


(5) A registered contractor is exempt from sub- 
section 8 of section 5 of the Act while using any appli- 
ance for the purpose of testing or examining the flame.

REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE FARM PRODUCTS GRADES AND SALES 
ACT. 


1. Regulation 117 of Regulations 87 of Consolidated 
Regulations of Ontario, 1950, as remade by Regula- 
tion 35 of Ontario Regulations 147/53, is revoked and 
the following substituted therefor: 


117.—(1) The grades for forced rhubarb are, 


(a) Ontario No. 1 Grade, consisting of 
stalks of forced rhubarb of similar 
varietal characteristics that are, 


(i) well-coloured, clean, reasonably 
straight and well-trimmed, 


(ii) fresh, tender and not pithy, 
(ii) free from decay, 


(iv) free from damage caused by 
scars, disease, insects, bruising, 
scratching, splits, skinning, me- 
chanical or other means, 


(v) at least fifteen inches in length 
from the end of the butt to the 
tip, with or without leaves, and 


(vi) at least three-eighths of an inch 
in diameter at the greatest 
distance across the flat face of 
the stalk at the centre of its 
length measured from the end 
of the butt to the base of the 
leaves; 


(b) Ontario No. 2 Grade, consisting of 
stalls of forced rhubarb that are, 


(i) fresh, clean and not pithy, 
(ii) free from decay, 


(iii) free from damage by disease, 
and 


(iv) at least eight inches in length 
exclusive of the leaves. 


(2) In subregulation 1, 


(a) ‘damage’? means any injury or defect 
that materially affects the appearance, 
edibility or shipping quality of the 
stalks; 


(b) “fresh” means not limp or wilted; 


(c) “reasonably straight’? means that the 
stalk is not badly twisted or crooked; 


(d) “similar varietal characteristics’ means 
that the stalks are alike in general 
characteristics; 


(e) ‘well-coloured”’ means that a pink or 
red colour predominates on at least 
three-quarters of the length of the stallx 
measured from the end of the butt 
to the base of the leaves; 


‘vell-trimmed’’ means that the basal 
husk has been removed.

(3) For variations incidental to proper grading, 
packing and handling of No. 1 Grade forced 
rhubarb, a tolerance of not more than 10 per 
cent by count of the stalks may be allowed 
below the requirements for the grade, but not 
more than one-half of the tolerance shall be 
allowed for any one defect and not more than 
1 per cent shall be allowed for decay. 
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(4) For variations incidental to proper grading, 
packing and handling of No. 2 Grade forced 
rhubarb, a tolerance of not more than 5 per 
cent by count of the stalks may be allowed 
below the requirements for the grade, but not 
more than 1 per cent shall be allowed for 
decay.

Filed—6th January, 1961. 


REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE PUBLIC SERVICE ACT 


1. In these regulations, 


(a) ‘‘Board’’ means the Public Service Grievance 
Board; 


(b) “discharge’’ means to release or dismiss a 
person from employment but does not include 
the release of a person who is hired for a 
project of work which has been completed, 
or any lay-off caused by a shortage of work or 
funds or the abolition of a position; 


(c) “employee association’? means a duly con- 
stituted association of persons in the public 
service which has for one of its purposes the 
representation of public servants in matters 
relating to employment and to which the 
majority of the public servants belong; 


(d) ‘‘employee representative’? means a person 
who is the nominee of a person who has a 
grievance or of an employee association 
selected by the person, nominated to act on 
his behalf in respect of a grievance; 


(e) ‘‘grievance’’ means a complaint made in 
writing setting forth the reasons for the com- 
plaint in respect of discharge, working con- 
ditions, or terms of employment; 


(f) “grievor” means a person who has a grievance. 


2.—(1) A board is established to be known as the 
Public Service Grievance Board, composed of not fewer 
than three members appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council, one of whom shall be designated 
as Chairman. 


(2) Two members of the Board may hear and dis- 
pose of a grievance under these regulations. 


3. A grievor may present his grievance personally 
or may be represented or assisted by an employee 
representative. 


Part | 
DISCHARGE 
4. This Part applies to persons who are employed 
in the Public Service under the jurisdiction of a deputy 


minister and who have been so employed continuously 
for at least the preceding twelve months. 


5.—(1) Where it is proposed to discharge a person 
the deputy minister of his department shall deliver to 
him a notice of the discharge setting forth the reasons 
therefor and advising him of his right to a hearing by 
the Board. 


(2) A person who has received a notice under sub- 
section 1 and who believes he is being discharged 
unjustly may, within twenty-one days of the receipt of 
the notice, apply to the Board for a hearing by deliver- 
ing to the Chairman of the Board an application for a 
hearing including his grievance. 


6.—(1) No recommendation to the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council for the discharge of a person who 
is a civil servant shall be made until after the lapse of 
the time limited for delivery of the application for a 
hearing or, where the application has been delivered, 
unless it is accompanied by the report of the Board. 


(2) The discharge of a person who is not a civil 
servant is not final until after the lapse of the time 
limited for delivery of the application or, where the 
application has been delivered, until after the report 
of the Board has been considered by the minister 
concerned. 


7. When an application to the Board is filed, 


(a) the Chairman of the Board shall deliver a 
copy thereof to the deputy minister concerned; 


(b) the deputy minister concerned shall deliver a 
copy of the notice of the discharge to the 
Chairnan of the Board; and 


(c) the Chairman of the Board shall fix a time, 
which shall be not later than fourteen days 
after the delivery of the notice of application, 
and a place for the hearing and shall deliver 
notice thereof to the grievor and the deputy 
minister concerned. 


8. When an application has been heard, the Board 
shall make a report of its findings to the minister con- 
cerned and shall deliver a copy of the report to the 
grievor, the employee representative and the deputy 
minister concerned. 


9. The determination by the Board of a grievance 
under this Part by a grievor other than one appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council is final. 


Part II 
WORKING CONDITIONS AND TERMS OF EMPLOYMENT 


10.—(1) Subject to subsection 2, this Part applies 
to persons who are employed in the Public Service 
under the jurisdiction of a deputy minister and who 
have been so employed continuously for at least the 
preceding six months. 


(2) This Part does not apply to persons in the 
positions or classifications set out in the Schedule. 


11.—(1) Any person may present a complaint in 
respect of working conditions or terms of employment 
to his supervisor within fourteen days of his becoming 
aware of the complaint, and the person and his super- 
visor shall endeavour to resolve the complaint by 
informal discussion. 


(2) If the complaint is not resolved under sub- 
section 1, the person may present the grievance in 
writing to the supervisor within seven days of the date 
of the informal discussion and the supervisor shall give 
the grievor his decision in writing within seven days of 
the presentation.

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12.—(1) Where the grievance is not one to which 
section 18 applies, if the grievor is not satisfied with 
the decision of his supervisor or if he does not receive 
the decision within the specified time limit, he may 
present his grievance in writing within seven days, 


(a) of the date he received the decision; or 
(b) of the date on which the time limit expired, 


as the case may be, to a person or persons, other than 
the supervisor, designated by his deputy minister for 
the purpose. 


(2) The person or persons designated by the deputy 
minister under subsection 1 shall give his or their 
decision in writing to the grievor within seven days of 
the presentation. 


13.—(1) Where the grievor is not satisfied with the 
decision of the person or persons designated by the 
deputy minister or does not receive the decision within 
the specified time limit, the grievor may present his 
grievance in writing to the deputy minister within 
seven days, 


(a) of the date he received the decision; or 
(b) of the date on which the time limit expired, 
as the case may be. 


(2) The deputy minister shall conduct an investiga- 
tion into the grievance within fourteen days of the 
date of the presentation and shall give the grievor his 
decision in writing within seven days of the com- 
pletion of the investigation. 


(3) Where the grievor has not had an opportunity 
to be heard by the person or persons designated by the 
deputy minister under section 12, the deputy minister 
shall hold a hearing and shall give the grievor an oppor- 
tunity to be heard in an investigation under subsection 


14. If the grievor is not satisfied with a decision 
given under section 13 or if he does not receive notice 
of such decision within the specified time limit, he 
may apply in writing to the Board within seven days, 


(a) of the date he received the decision; or 
(b) of the date the time limit expired, 


as the case may be, for a hearing of the grievance. 


15. Where an application is made to the Board 
for the hearing of a grievance, the Board shall hold a 
hearing within one month of the date of the application 
and, at least fourteen days before the hearing, shall 
notify the grievor, the employee representative and 
the deputy minister concerned of the date, time and 
place of hearing. 


16. The decision of the Board in respect of a griev- 
ance shall be communicated in writing personally or by 
registered mail to the grievor, the employee represen- 
tative and the minister and deputy minister concerned, 
and the Chairman of the Commission. 


17. The determination of a grievance by the 


Board under this Part is final. 


18.—(1) Where the grievance is that the grievor’s 
position should be classified or is in the wrong classifica- 
tion, the supervisor shall, at the request of the grievor, 
refer the grievance to the deputy minister who shall 
investigate the grievance and shall give his decision 
in writing within twenty-one days of the date of its 
presentation to him.

(2) Where the grievor is not satisfied with the 
decision of the deputy minister or does not receive the 
decision within the specified time limit, the grievor 
may present his grievance in writing to the Chairman 
of the Commission within seven days, 


(a) of the date he received the decision; or 
(b) of the date on which the time limit expired, 
as the case may be. 


(3) The Chairman of the Commission shall refer 
the grievance to a Classification Rating Committee 
consisting of not fewer than three persons designated 
by the Chairman of the Commission to hear the 
grievance. 


(4) The Classification Rating Committee shall 
hold a hearing within fourteen days of the date of the 
application and at least seven days before the hearing 
shall notify the grievor, the employee representative 
and the deputy minister concerned of the date, time 
and place of the hearing. 


(5) The decision of the Classification Rating Com- 
mittee shall be communicated in writing personally or 
by registered mail to the grievor, the employee represen- 
tative, the deputy minister concerned and the Chairman 
of the Commission. 


(6) The decision of the Classification Rating Com- 
mittee is final. 


Part III 
GENERAL 


19. Where, at a hearing of a grievance before the 
Board or a Classification Rating Committee, the 
interpretation of any legislation, regulation or rule 
relevant to the grievance is disputed, the Board or a 
Classification Rating Committee may request the 
Attorney General for a written opinion. 


20. Upon any hearing under these regulations, the 
Board has all the powers that may be conferred upon a 
commissioner under The Public Inquiries Act. 


21. The Board or a Classification Rating Com- 
mittee may, of its own motion, 


(a) abridge the procedure set out in these regula- 
tions and hear the grievance at any time under 
section 15; or 


(b) extend the time limits specified in these 
regulations. 


22. The Board or a Classification Rating Com- 
mittee may dispose of a grievance without further 
notice to any person who is notified of the hearing and 
fails to appear.

RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill.

(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50.

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RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted to two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In the case of any Bill incorporating a company 
or increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial eds in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Corporations Act, 1953, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or, if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published.

8.—(1) A person who has been absent from duty 
because of ill health and who was not paid by 
his board for a period or periods during such 
absence and who returned to duty for not less 
than twenty school days in a school year may 
make contributions to the fund for such 
period or periods up to but not exceeding a 
total of six months in the triennium immedi- 
ately following the first suspension of salary 
and a total of six months in any succeeding 
triennium, and the amount of the contribu- 
tions shall be calculated according to the rate 
of salary he was receiving when the absence 
from duty commenced or the rate of salary 
he would have received under the salary 
schedule applicable if he had remained on 
duty. 


A person who has been absent from duty 
because of pregnancy and who was not paid 
by her board for a period or periods during 
such absence and who returned to duty for 
not less than twenty school days in a school 
year may make contributions to the fund for 
such period or periods up to but not exceeding 
a total of six months in the triennium immedi- 
ately following the first suspension of salary 
and a total of six months in any succeeding 
triennium, and the amount of the contribu- 
tions shall be calculated according to the 
rate of salary she was receiving when the 
absence from duty commenced or the rate of 
salary she would have received under the 
salary schedule applicable if she had remained 
on duty. 

(3) A person who has been absent from duty 
because of duty as a juror or as a member of 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario and who 
was not paid by his board for a period or 
periods during such absence and who returned 
to duty for not less than twenty school days 
in a school year may make contributions to 
the fund for such period or periods, and the 
amount of the contributions shall be calcul- 
ated according to the rate of salary he was 
receiving when the absence from duty com- 
menced or the rate of salary he would have 
received under the salary schedule applicable 
if he had remained on duty. 

(4) A person who holds an interim or permanent 
certificate valid in Ontario and who was 
absent from duty in order to take a course 
of study approved by the Commission or in 
order to travel where the purpose of the travel 
was approved by the Commission and who 
returned to duty for not less than twenty 
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school days in a school year may make 
contributions to the fund for not more than 
one year of such absence, and the amount of 
the contributions shall be calculated according 
to the rate of salary he was receiving when 
the absence from duty commenced or the 
rate of salary he would have received under 
the salary schedule applicable if he had 
remained on duty. 


(5) A person who has contributed to the fund 
for ten years or more and who was absent 
from duty for a period of sabbatical leave 
under a by-law of his board and received 
salary from his board for the period of absence 
at a lower rate than that which he would 
otherwise have received and who resumed his 
duties for not less than twenty school days 
in a school year may make contributions to 
the fund of the amount required to make up 
the total contribution that he would have 
made in respect of not more than one year 
of the absence from duty if he had not been 
absent from duty, failing which he is entitled 
to credit in the fund for only that portion of 
the period of absence from duty that the 
salary he received bears to the salary he 
would have received if he had remained on 
duty.

in any succeeding triennium, and the amount 
of the contributions shall be calculated ac- 
cording to the rate of salary she was receiving 
when she ceased to be employed or the rate of 
salary she would have received under the 
salary schedule applicable if she had not 
ceased to be employed. 


(3) A person who ceased to be employed because 
of duty as a juror or as a member of the 
Legislative Assembly of Ontario and who was 
again employed for not less than twenty 
school days in a school year may make con- 
tributions to the fund for the period or 
periods of unemployment, and the amount 
of the contributions shall be calculated 
according to the rate of salary he was receiving 
when he ceased to be employed or the rate of 
salary he would have received under the 
salary schedule applicable if he had not 
ceased to be’employed. 
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(4) A person who holds an interim or permanent 
certificate valid in Ontario and who ceased 
to be employed in order to take a course of 
study approved by the Commission or in 
order to travel where the purpose of the 
travel was approved by the Commission and 
who was again employed for not less than 
twenty school days in a school year may make 
contributions to the fund for not more than 
one year of the period or periods of unemploy- 
ment and the amount of the contributions 
shall be calculated according to the rate of 
salary he was receiving when he ceased to be 
employed or the rate of salary he would have 
received under the salary schedule applicable 
if he had not ceased to be employed. 


8b.—(1) Any contribution authorized by regula- 
tion 8 or 8a may be made without interest 
within one year of the return to duty or the 
re-employment, as the case may be, and not 
thereafter. 


(2) In computing the allowance to which a

3. No operator of an employment agency of a class 
shall have any financial interest, whether proprietary 
or otherwise, in an employment agency of another class. 


4.—(1) An application for a licence other than by 
renewal shall be in Form 1. 


(2) An application for a renewal of a licence shall 
be in Form 2. 


(3) A licence to carry on an employment agency 
shall be in Form 3. 


(4) The fee for a licence or a renewal is $100. 
(5) A licence is not transferable. 


5.—(1) An applicant for a licence or a renewal shall 
be at least twenty-one years of age. 


(2) The business for which an applicant applies 
for a licence or a renewal shall have a permanent 
place of business in Ontario. 


6.—(1) The security furnished under clause c of 
section 3 of the Act shall be in the amount of $1,000 
secured by, 


(a) a personal bond in Form 4 is accompanied by 
collateral security; or 


(b) a bond of a guaranteee company approved 
under The Guarantee Companies Securities 
Act in Form 5. 


(2) The collateral security accompanying a bond 
shall be direct and guaranteed securities of the Govern- 
ment of Canada or of the Government of Ontario. 


7. A Class A employment agency shall not charge 
a fee for any service rendered to any person whom it 
procures for employment. 


8.—(1) A Class B employment agency shall not 
charge an applicant for employment a registration fee 
of more than $2 in each twelve-month period. 
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(2) A Class B employment agency shall not charge 
a fee for procuring employment for a person, 

(a) where the employment is on an hourly | basis, 
of more than one-eighth of the person’s pay 
for the first day; 

(b) where the employment is on a daily basis, of 
more than the proportion of the first day’s 
pay of the person that one hour bears to the 
total number of hours worked in the day; 

(c) where the employment is on a weekly basis, 
of more than one-seventh of the person’s pay 
for the first week; 

(d) where the employment is on a monthly basis, 
of more than four-thirtieths of the person’s 
pay for the first month; and 

(e) where the employment is on an annual basis, of 
more than 5 per cent of the person’s pay 
for the first year payable in three months. 


(3) Where an annual employment referred to in 
clause e of subsection 2 is terminated before the end of 
the first year, the employment agency shall refund the 
same proportion of the fee as the proportion that the 
remaining part of the year bears to the year. 


(4) A Class B employment agency shall not charge 
any fee, reward or other remuneration in addition to 
those referred to in this section. 


9. Where a Class B employment agency advertises 
that employment is available, the employment agency 
shall at the request of the supervisor furnish the super- 
visor with the name and address of the employer who 
has the employment available. 


10. An employment agency shall issue a receipt 
for all money received for its services showing the 
service for which the money was paid and shall retain 
a duplicate copy of the receipt in its records.

THE LABOUR RELATIONS ACT 


JURISDICTIONAL DISPUTES COMMISSION 
1. In these regulations, ‘commission’? means a 
jurisdictional disputes commission appointed under 
section 76 of the Act. 


2. These regulations apply to commissions that are 
composed of more than one member. 


3. The Lieutenant Governor in Council shall 
designate a member of the commission as chairman of 
the commission. 


4.—(1) A person appointed as an alternate to a 
member of a commission shall, with the consent of the 
chairman, act in lieu of a member when the member is 
unable to act or at the request of the member. 


(2) Where the chairman of a commission has reason 
to believe that a member will be unable to attend a 
meeting, the chairman shall arrange for the member’s 
alternate to attend the meeting. 


5. The chairman shall appoint the date, time and 
place of meetings of the commission and shall cause 
notice of each meeting to be given to each member. 


6.—(1) Where a commission is composed of three 
members, the chairman and one other member con- 
stitute a quorum. 


(2) Where a commission is composed of more than 
three members, the chairman and two other members, 
one representative of employers and one representative 
of employees, constitute a quorum. 


7. The commission shall not hold a meeting in the 
absence of a member who has not had notice of the 
meeting. 


8. Decisions of a commission shall be by majority 
vote but, in the event of a tie vote, the chairman has a 
second or casting vote.

THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION ACT 


DIPLOMAS FOR PUPILS OF ELEMENTARY AND 
SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


INTERPRETATION 
1. In these regulations, 


(a) ‘‘candidate’’ means candidate for a certificate 
or diploma; 


(b) “course of study’? means course of study 
defined, recommended, or approved under 
section 10 of The Department of Education 
Act; 


(c) “inspected private school’? means a_ school 
referred to in section 12. 


INTERMEDIATE CERTIFICATES 


2. Where the principal of an elementary school and 
the elementary school inspector concerned report to the 
Deputy Minister on behalf of a candidate that he has 
completed successfully the course of studies in Grades 
7 and 8 and one of the courses of study in Grades 9 and 
10, the Minister shall grant the candidate an Inter- 
mediate Certificate in Form 1. 


3. Where the principal of a secondary school 
reports to the Deputy Minister on behalf of a pupil that 
he has completed successfully the course of studies in 
Grades 7 and 8 and one of the courses of study in 
Grades 9 and 10, the Minister shall, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent of Secondary Edu- 
cation, grant the candidate an Intermediate Certificate 
in Form 1. 


COURSES OF STUDY IN GRADES 11 AND 12 


4. The courses of study in Grades 11 and 12 are 
designated as, 


(a) the general course; 
(b) the technical course; 
(c) the home economics course; 
(d) the commercial course; and 
(e) the art course. 
SUBJECTS OF THE COURSES 


5. The subjects of Grades 11 and 12 of the general 
course are as follows: 


1. Obligatory subjects being English, History, 
Physical Education. 


. Optional subjects being any four or more of 
Mathematics, Science or Agricultural Science, 
Geography, French, Latin, German, Greek, 
Spanish, Italian, Russian, Commercial Work, 
Industrial Arts or Home Economics, Art or 
Music, Agriculture. 
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6. The subjects of Grades 11 and 12 of the technical 
course are as follows: 


1. Obligatory subjects being English, History of 
Industry and Elements of Economics, Phy- 
sical Education, Mathematics, Science, Shop 
Work or Drafting. 


. Optional subjects being Art, Music, Commer- 
cial Work or a modern language in place of 
four periods of shop work. 


7. The subjects of Grades 11 and 12 of the home 
economics course are as follows: 


1. Obligatory subjects being English, History and 
Elements of Economics, Physical Education, 
Science or Agricultural Science or Art, Home

Mathematics, Music, Commercial Work, 
Science or Art, if not taken as an obligatory 
subject.

REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE HIGHWAY TRAFFIC ACT 


1.—(1) Evey motor vehicle while being operated 
by or under contract with a school board or other 
authority to transport children to or from _ school 
shall, 


(i) where the vehicle has a seating capacity for 
ten or more passengers, display the words, 
“school bus” on the front and rear thereof 
placed as near as is practicable to the top 
of the vehicle in a clearly visible position 
in black letters at least eight inches high 
with lines forming the letters at least 114 
inches wide on a yellow background, or 


(ii) where the vehicle has a seating capacity of 
fewer than ten passengers, display the words, 
“school bus” in a position clearly visible from 
the front and from the rear of the vehicle and 
in letters of the dimensions prescribed in 
subclause i. 


(2) The words ‘‘school bus’’, as prescribed in sub- 
section 1, shall be covered or concealed when the vehicle 
is being operated on a highway for purposes other than 
the actual transportation of children either to or from 
school. 


2. Every motor vehicle operated, 


(a) by a school board for the transportation of 
children to or from school; or 


(b) under contract with a school board solely for 
the transportation of children to or from 
school, 


shall be painted chrome yellow with black trim. 


3.—(1) No motor vehicle having a seating capacity 
of ten or more passengers shall be operated by or under 
contract with a school board or other authority to 
transport children to or from school unless, 


(a) it is equipped with an interior mirror designed 
to provide the driver with a view of the 
passengers and two exterior rear view mirrors, 
one on the left and one on the right of the 
vehicle set to give the driver a clear view past 
the left rear and right rear of the vehicle;

defrosting device that provides clear vision 
through the windshield and the windows on 
the left and right sides of the driver; 


it is equipped with a light or lights arranged 
to provide light to the whole of the interior 
except the driver’s position, and that are 
constantly lighted during darkness when there 
are passengers in the vehicle; 


it is equipped with an axe or clawbar and an 
adequate fire extinguisher both securely 
mounted in such a manner and place as to be 
readily accessible; 


it is equipped with dependable tires that in 
the case of front tires have not been rebuilt; 


it is equipped with at least one door or exit 
and, 


(i) a door or exit to be used only in an 
emergency at the rear of the vehicle 
or near the rear on the left side of the 
vehicle, or 

(it) subject to subsection 2, at least three 

push-out windows on each side of the

REHABILITATION UNITS 


INTERPRETATION 


1. In these regulations, 


(a) “rehabilitation patient’ means a_ person 
received and lodged in a rehabilitation unit; 


(b) “rehabilitation unit’? means that part of a 
hospital established and maintained to receive 
and lodge persons who have been admitted 
thereto under section 3. 


REHABILITATION UNITS 


2. The superintendent may, with the approval of 
the Minister, establish a rehabilitation unit in any 
building or part thereof comprising the hospital 
premises, and provide therein accommodation and 
facilities for the care of rehabilitation patients. 


REHABILITATION PATIENTS 
3. Any person, 


(a) who has been a certificated patient or a 
voluntary patient; 


(b) who has been discharged under section 44 or 
section 45 of the Act; and 


(c) for whom no immediate provision for care 
and lodging has been made, 


may be admitted to a rehabilitation unit upon his own 
request or the request of a friend or relative. 


4.—(1) A rehabilitation unit and the rehabilitation 
patients therein are exempt from the provisions of the 
Act; 


(a) except sections 1 to 10, section 14, and sections 
75 to 79; and 


(b) except sections 80 to 102 of the Act in respect 
of rehabilitation patients for whom the Public 
Trustee was acting as committee immediately 
prior to their admission as rehabilitation 
patients under section 3.

tuition fees with respect to the year preceding 
the transfer which are owed to the board of 
any former district transferred to a new dis- 
trict by any other board transferred to that 
district; 


(b) 


the portion of the cost approved by the 
Minister for grant purposes in respect of 
disbursements made by a board from its 
current funds in the preceding year, except 
as otherwise provided in section 24, for, 


(i) transportation of pupils to and from 
school where their parents or guardians 
do not contribute directly to the cost 
of the transportation, 


capital outlays for new buildings, for 
additions to buildings, and for equip- 
ment for new class-rooms, 

(iii) capital outlays for school buses for the 
transportation of pupils, and 

(iv) capital outlays for new _heating- 
equipment, for new lighting, and for 
new sanitary-conveniences of a modern 
type, in schools already in operation 
where the average population of the 
municipalities within or partly within 
the high- or continuation-school dis- 
trict, whether or not only part of any 
municipality 1s included in the district, 
is under 3000; and 


(d) the total disbursements made by a board 
from its current funds in the preceding year, 
except as otherwise provided in section 24, in 
respect of, 


(i) the fee paid for membership in the 
Ontario School Trustees’ Council and 
the fee paid for membership in one 
member association of the Ontario 
School Trustees’ Council, 


(ii) restoration of insured school-property 
destroyed or damaged, but not exceed- 
ing an amount equal to the insurance 
proceeds received in respect thereof; 
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less current-fund receipts during the preceding year as 
follows, 


(e) amounts transferred to current funds from 
capital funds; 


(f) insurance proceeds; 


(g) proceeds from the sale of school buildings and 
equipment; and 


(h) refunds and reimbursements connected with 
disbursements previously included in recog- 
nized cost.

(3) The annexation grant per pupil shall be 100 per 
cent of the amount by which the grant per pupil paid 
under this Regulation to the board or boards of the 
urban municipality in the year of annexation is ex- 
ceeded by the grant per pupil paid in the same year in 
the annexed area, ascertained by dividing the grant 
paid in each case, exclusive of grants on debentures, 
on capital outlays from current funds, on sites, and on 
transportation, by the average daily attendance of 
resident pupils.

(b) the assessment of the site as shown on the last 
revised assessment roll for the year preceding 
the year in which the title was received by the 
board, adjusted by the provincial equalizing 
factor for that assessment roll. 


49. Where, on or after the 1st day of January, 1959, 
a board has received title in fee simple, free of encum- 
brance, to a school site the board shall be paid in the 
year following a grant of 50 per cent of the recognized 
cost of the school site. 


50. Where, in the preceding year, a board sold a 
site, a deduction shall be made from the grant payable 
under this Regulation in the current year in the 
amount of 50 per cent of the assessment of the land as 
shown on the last revised assessment roll for the year 
preceding the year in which the site was sold, adjusted 
pee provincial equalizing factor for that assessment 
roll. 


51. For the purposes of section 50, the assessment 
shall be not less than the assessment of land of equal 
value in the municipality.

(5) Where in any year the amount voted by the 
Legislature for the grants under these regulations is 
insufficient or more than sufficient to pay the grants in 
full, the Minister may make a pro rata reduction or 
increase, as the case may be. 


23. The board of a public library, a public library 
association, or a county, district or regional library co- 
operative shall transmit its annual report to the Minister 
not later than the 15th day of March in each year and, 
where the accounts therefor have not been audited at 
that time, the board shall notify the Minister in writing 
of the date the audit is completed and forward the 
auditor’s statement.

1.—(1) For the purpose of clause z of subsection 
1 of section 47 of the Act and these regulations ‘‘owner’”’ 
means the person registered as owner in fee simple 
of the land upon which a water well is situated.

(a) ‘‘driller’” means the holder of a licence to 
carry on the business of drilling wells for 
water; 


(b) “borer”? means the holder of a licence to carry 
on the business of boring wells for water. 


LICENCES TO DRILL AND BORE WELLS 


2.—(1) An application for a licence to carry on 
the business of drilling wells for water shall be in 
Form 1. 


(2) A licence to carry on the business of drilling 
wells for water shall be in Form 2. 


(3) An application for renewal of licence in Form 2 
shall be in Form 3. 
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3.—(1) An application for a licence to carry on 
the business of boring wells for water shall be in 
Form 4. 


(2) A licence to carry on the business of boring 
wells for water shall be in Form 5. 


(3) An application for renewal of licence in Form 5 
shall be in Form 6. 


4. The fee for a licence in Form 2 or Form 5 or 
renewal thereof is $2. 


5.—(1) A licence in Form 2 to carry on the business 
of drilling wells for water is issued on the conditions 
that, 


(a) where the holder is not a corporation, he has 
had or retains in his employ a person who has 
had at least two years experience in well 
drilling; 

(b) where the holder is a corporation, it retains in 

its employ a person who has had at least two 

years experience in well drilling; and 

(c) the holder tests the yield of every well drilled 

and delivers a statement in Form 7 to the 

person who contracted for the drilling of the 
well. 


(2) A licence in Form 5 to carry on the business 
of boring wells for water is issued on the condition 
that the holder tests the yield of every well bored and 
delivers a statement in Form 7 to the person who 
contracted for the boring of the well. 


CONSTRUCTION AND PLUGGING 


6.—(1) Where a well is bored or drilled, the borer 
or driller shall install casing, 


(a) of new material; and 


(b) of sufficient length to prevent the contamina- 
tion of ground water, 


and where compliance with clauses a and 6 does not 
prevent the contamination of the ground water he 
shall surround the casing with a cement grout or firmly 
seat the casing in bedrock. 


(2) When a well is completed the borer or driller 
shall seal the upper open end of the casing in a manner 
sufficient to prevent any contamination of the well 
until a pump is intalled. 


7. No person shall construct a well pit in such a 
manner that surface water can enter the well or the 
aquifer. 


_ 8. The owner of a flowing well shall fit the well 
with a capping device that prevents or minimizes the 
flow of water to waste without impairing the well. 


9.—(1) When a pump is installed in a well, other 
than a well in which a packer type pump is installed 
or in which the casing is used as the suction pipe, the 
person who installs the pump shall instal] an air vent 
that has an inside diameter of not less than one quarter 
of an inch and that extends at least twelve inches 
above the surface of the ground with the open end 
shielded and screened to prevent the entry into the air 
vent of any substance that may impair the quality of 
the water in the well. 


(2) When a pump is installed in a well, the person 
who installs the pump shall seal the top of the well 
casing with a well cap commercially manufactured for 
the purpose. 
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10. When a connection to the casing of a well is 
made below the surface of the ground, the person who 
makes the connection shall make the connection 
watertight by means of a well seal commercially manu- 
factured for the purpose. 


11. The borer or driller of a well shall seal off any 
salty, sulphurous or other water encountered in his 
boring or drilling that might impair the quality of 
potable ground water. 


12.—(1) The owner of a well shall cap the well with 
a device sufficient to prevent the entry of any substance 
that might impair the quality of water in the well. 

(2) Where a well is dry or abandoned and its 
continued existence might result in the impairment of 
ground water, the owner shall fill and seal the well in a 
manner sufficient to prevent the vertical movement of 
water in it.

166. The plan of operating and maintenance pro- 
cedures shall include periodic inspections and tests to 
determine whether the methods used for control of 
corrosion are adequate and are properly maintaining 
protection to the pipe line.

(2) The employer shall ensure that the first-aid 
box is in charge of an employee who has some 
first-aid knowledge and works in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the box. 


17.—(1) Every employer employing more than 
five workmen and not more than fifteen 
workmen in a place of employment. shall 
provide and maintain in the place of employ- 
ment a first-aid box large enough so that each 
article therein is in plain view and easily

CLASSIFICATION OF EMPLOYEES 
3. The following classification of employees in the 
industry is established: 


Class A—A person who is given full-time employ- 
ment.

MINIMUM RATE OF WAGES 
4.—(1) The minimum rate of wages for all work 
performed in the industry by employees is,
